The secrets revealed by a safe de- 
posit box at the California Savings 
Bank, apparently justify the investi- 
gators in the beljef that to this or- 
ganization is due the doubtful credit 
of having fleeced numerous wealthy 
widows in addition to those whose 
names are known to the police. So 
far only twenty of the fair sex have 
come forward and confessed to being

Blank marriage lécenses, smaller

SEEMS ASSURED. 


LOWER PRICES FOR ALFALFA 

Largest Forage Output in Years 

Rains Are Favorabie, Is 


General 


A sa result of the favorable Lili 
a bumper hay and grain crop will 
probably be produced this year, and 
allied products like butter, cheese and 
eggs will be benefited, accordi to 
D. P. Flory, a leading hay merchant. 

“If a rain occurs in March ané an- 
other in April, it is likely that a larg- 
er hay and grain crop will be pro- 
duced in the State than for ten years,” 


has come at an opportune time. It fol- 
lowed the peereding one closely, with 
the result that no need was felt in 
the meantime. ; 
“Although it is practically ceftain 
that grain hay will not fall off until 
the new crop comes in, alfalfa, which 
has already declined about $2, will 
probably drop that much more in a 
short time and should settle down 
around a $156 average. 
“Of course, the new alfalfa crop 
will not be available from Impérial 
Valley until about the middie of April 
and that from Perris Valley, our 
principal source of supply, not until 
about May. The rains will, however, 
cause farmers to release their ast 
season's holdings, and this will cause 
a falling off. i 
“I believe that there will be a carry- 
over of alfaifa as the farmers re- 
tained their holdings too long in an-

OR REVENUE ONLY. 

The Democrats in Congress wil! begin 
their “tariff! for revenue only reform” by 
divesting the treasury of the $53,000,000 
now received from importations of sugar, 
and by placing on the free list articles 
whith now pay $17,000,000. This loss, it 
is @stimated, will be made up by an in- 
come tax that will yield $85,000,000, from 
which, however, must be deducted the 


corporation tax which this year will yield 
about $30,000,000. 


This deficit of $15,000,000 will be in- 
creased by reductions in duty in the cotton, 
wool and other schedules, unless, as is 
hoped by these patriotic statesmen, the ef- 
fect of such reduction shall be to greatly 
increase the importations of cotton. and 
woolen goods and cause the American peo- 
ple to wear goods made in Manchester, 
England, instead of Manchester, N. H., 
leaving the woolen manufacturers of the 
latter place to the alternative of closing 
their factories and reducing the wages of 
their“operatives, or going into bankruptcy 
and leaving to the operatives the choice 
of accepting lower wages or going to the 
devil. 

According to the Democratic programme 
as how announced, there may be but little 
change in the chemical, iron and stee! and 
free list sthedules, but great changes will 
follow the new light thrown on individual 
articles. 

The duty on crude opium of $1.50 per 
pound will be cut in two, so that every- 
body can hit a.pipe. The duty on diamonds 
will be reduced and the cost of engage- 
ment rings be lessened. The duty on 
cigars, which is now $4.50 per pound and 25 
per cent. ad valorem, will be reduced so 
that Connecticut and Virginia tobacco may 
be discarded, and every newsboy be able 
to place a genuine Havana between his 
labiae. 

Perfumery and cosmetics containing al- 
cohol, which now pay a duty of 60 cents 
per pound and 50 per cent. ad valorem, 
will be cut down, so that every farm hand 
when he goes to see his girl can drench 
his hair and face with cologne water made 
in Cologne, instead of the bogus Cologne 
water manufactured in Podunk, R. L 

The duty on ostrich feathers and Chinese 
queves to be made into “rats,” and beads 
and kid gloves, and sealskin sacques, and 
paintings and statuary, will be cut down 
so as to place these necessaries of life 
within the reach of the poorest. 

AS now appears the iron and steel work- 
ers will be the chief beneficiaries of the 
proposed tariff for revenue only. There 
will be no reduction, of duty in the things 
they make, and they can continue with 
the help of a duty of 45 per cent. ad 
valorem to defy the competition of Shef- 
field aud Birmingham. 

But the farmers of the Middle West must 
submit to a cut in the duties on dairy 
products, and vegetables, and fruit * and 
grain, that will let the Canadian products 
in so as to reduce the cost of living to the 
iron and steel workers. 

Grant said in 1880, “the Democratic

BALKAN PROBLEM. 

' Just before the outbreak of hostilities 
in Bastern Europe it was conceded that 
the attitude of Roumania would be decisive 
of the question of peace or war. If Rouw- 
mania allied herself with Turkey the Bal- 
kan states would abandon ‘the thought of 
war and resort to diplomacy. If Roumania 
threw in her lot with the allies, Turkey 
would at once recognize that the odds 
against Wer were great and would come to 
terms. If Roumania remained neutral 
there would be war. 

Roumania remained neutral, and now 
that the Balkans have substantially won 
the fight, Roumania, with a nerve that 
might excite the envy of Sir Edward Grey 
and make Col. Bryan look like a shrink- 
ing violet, demands to be compensated for 
her neutrality with a slice of Bulgarian 
territory—‘“a rectification of her frontier,” 
she calls it. 

Roumanian diplomats have watched with 
jealous eyes the daily extension of the 
Bulgarian coast line as the army marched 
towards Tchataldje, until now it stretches 
within thirty miles of the Bosphorous. 
Roumania now says that Bulgaria has more 
coast line than she needs and Roumania 
has less than she needs. Therefore in 
the distribution incident to driving Tur- 
key out of Europe Roumania demands what 
she calls “her share.” 

She has not fired a gun or contributed 
a dollar to entitle her to any share what- 
ever. But she intimates that she is pre 
pared to do both in order to obtain what 
she wants. 

“It is,” says a correspondent of a Boston 
journal, “asserted in Vienna and passed 
from thence to every city in Europe, that 
Roumania is mobilizing and that she 
means war, that her envoys have gone to 
Constantinople to arrange terms with the 
Porte, that their journey is not a ‘pleasure 
trip;’ and that when she strikes she will 
strike quickly; whilst amid all this babe! 
of speculation every now and again is 
heard the voice of statesmen declaring 
that there is nothing to any purpose in all 
this pother, that neither Roumania nor 
Bulgaria have any thought of war, that 
they thoroughly understand one another. 
and that their differences never were and 
never would be for the battlefield, but for 
the council chamber.” 

Roumania was formed in 1878 by the 
union of the Turkish provinces of Wal- 
jlachia and Moldavia. These provinces 
passed through a long period of subjection 
to Turkish rule, but it was a qualified sub- 
jection. The Sultan ruled them and sold 
theth to the highest bidder, yet their ex- 
istence as separate entities was always 
recognized. 

The Roumanian differs in language, in 
history and in race from the members of 
the Balkan leacue. The Roumanian is 
Latin. The Bulgarian is Slav. The Rovw- 
matiian uses Slav words and Turkish 
words, but the basis of his language Js

ATRIMONIAL FITNESS. 

As far as & goes the Koelsch mar. 
riage bill passed by the Idaho House of 
Representatives, fequiring a certificate of 
physical and mental fitness before a mar- 
riage license can’ be obtained, is a ‘well- 
meaning attempt to put into practice the 
teachings of the eugenists. But while good 
in theory it has’ many practical disad- 
vantages. 

As, if successful, it wit) probably lower 
the birth rate in the State of Idaho, it will 
certainly not meét with the approval ef 
those who have the fear of race suicide 
ever before their eyes. Then the physt- 
cally and mentally unfit—provided they 
have car fare—cgn get married in some 
other State and afterwards return to rear 
children for the confounding of Idaho. 
Also it is diffieulh to decide what consti- 
tutes mental and<physital unfitness and 
leaves too much to the discretion of the 
physicians. No ohe yet has been able to 
draw a definite dividing line, saying here 
competency ends and here incompetency 
begins. The extremes are easy to distin- 
guish, but the m@ans are apt to overlap. 
Mest of us belong to the in-between class 
not abnormally good or abnormally de- 
ficient. 

Where the bill really falls down is in 
taking no cognizance of the moral aspect 
of the question, for after all on this con- 
sideration happy marriages and heaithy 
children are chiefly dependent. Many 
criminals are mentally alert and physically 
powerful; these under the Koelsch bill 
would therefore be eligible to marry. Yet 
these will raise more undesirable offspring 
than the honest worker unfortunately af- 
flicted with incipient tuberculosis, or the 
raw immigrant gir? blest with a _ fine 
physique, but who through lack of oppor- 
tunity has never properly developed men- 
tally. 

Heredity and environment, personal 
habits and a hundred other details which 
it would take a trained army of experts to 


obtain, would have to be taken into con- 


sideration before it would be possible with 
any degree of certainty to declare any 
couple unfit to bd mated. It is doubtful, 
even at this, if the resultant good in a 
few cases would be worth the extra heavy 
expense added to the burdens of the tax- 


payers. 
Allowing that many avoidable mis-mar-

riages are consummated, the responsibility | 
should be brought home to the parents | 


and not shifted ofto the shoulders of the 
State.

Mr. Hitchcock claims that in his ad- 
ministration the expense of operating the 
Postoffice Departmént has been cut down 
$45,000,000. He says: “The transformation 
of a deficit Into a surplus has been ac- 
complished, not by curtailing the service, 
but by deVeloping it along profitable lines. 
While postal facilities have been greatly 
enlarged, extensions have not been made. 
in a haphazard manner, but only when 
shown on investigation to be justified by 
conditions.” 

Mr. Hitchcock refers at some length to 
the work accomplished in establishing 
postal savings depdsitories, of which there 
are now 12,812. The mumber of depositors” 
has increased about 300,000, and the 
amount of thelF deposits to approximately 
$28,000,000, eluding $1,314,140, which 
is the sum rawn by depositors for 
the purpose Of buying postal savings bonds. 
The bonds have been rendered attractive | 
because the board of trustees will pur- 
chase them at their face value whenever 
the holdeys desire to convert them into 
cash. 

The gross income of the postal savings 
system for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1913, is estimated at $700,000, and the in- | 
terest payable to depositors at $300,000. 
The cost of supplies and equipment and 
the salaries of tlerks at the central office | 
will aggregate $425,000, or $25,000 more 
than the difference between the interest | 
received and the interest paid. To this 
deficit of $25,000 should be added about 
$275,000 for the time of postoffice clerks 
employed on postal savings work. As soon 
as the deposits increase from $28,000,000 
to $50,000,000, which at the present rate 
of increase they will soon do, the system | 
will be self-sustaining. By the system 
adopted loss is not possible either to the 
government or the depositor. | 

Mr. Hitchcock recommends a system of 
civil pensions for postal employees,

THE MADERO FAMILY 


>

In Munsey’s Magazine for March There 


| is an interesting and apparently accurate 


article by Hugh Thompsen concerning the 
Madero family of Mexiéo. The writer 
gives but little atten Ro the history of 
the participation of aderos in politics. 
But he gives a graphic aecount of the in- 
dustrial development- ef Mexico which 
they aided to accomplish. . 
He describes them as “a clan which con- 
stitutes a sort of business trust.” He 
claims that “through thelr closely-knit or- 
ganization, with its vast ramifications, the 
Maderos helped largely to give Mex- 


ico a rebirth of it@ustrial, finagcial and 
administrative freedom.” 
The Madero family originally came 


from Portugal. To the thrift and industry 
which are characteristic of most Por- 
tuguese they added the enterprise and dar- 
ing and genius for commercial combina- 
tions which are distinctly American, (In 
the last century Evaristd Madero, when 
but twenty years of age, became a freighter

“Most of the boys were sent to Europe to 
be educated,” writes Mr. Thompson 
in Munsey’s. “One studied mining ‘en- 
gineering, another took a course in chem- 
istry, and its application to scientific agri- 
culture: a thigi studied mechanical e¢n- 
gineering. The net result of all this train- 
ing was that they need not 
“depend upon outside technical advice and 
investigation.” 
Evaristo Madero passed away in 1911 in 


| his 83rd year, leaving an estate of several 


millions of dollars. His nine sons were 


all millionaires. They owned among 


themselves the Torreon Smelting Com- 
pany and the Parras Spinning Mills in 
Coahuila, the Monterey Fiouring Mills in 
Nuevo Leon, gold, silver and copper mines 
in Chihuahua, flour mills at Parras, Saltillo, 
Tampico, Vera Cruz, Merida and else- 
where, and the Rositg Coal and Coke Com- 
pany in Chihuahua. “They also,” says 
Mr. Thompson, “control the Bank of Nuevo 
Leon at Monterey, and are interested in 
most of the banks in the City of Mexico.” 
In the state of Coahuila they own more 
than 7,000,000 acres of laud. Francisco, the 
eldest son of Evaristo, and the father of 
President Madero, owned 2,000,000 actes 
outside of the clan holdings. Alberto has 
a cattle ranch which produces from 15,000 
to 18,000 animals each year. Manuel and 
Jose have wide stretched of cotton lands, 


and Ernesto and Salvader control half a 
dozen copper companies."y 
The success of this remarkable family 
in keeping their vast possessions was 
largely due to the favor and protection of 
Porfirio Diaz, and the revolution and in- 
trigue by which Francisto Madero placed 
himself im the Presidential office was 
neither financed nor encouraged by his 
uncles or any of his relatives except his 
father, The late President Madero was fot 
entirely a politician, He was, according to 
Munsey’s, a banker and land owner, had 


| dabbled in literature, bad published a 


volume about Mexican politics and had 
been a student of economics. 
The execution of Gustavo .Madero, and 
the execution—or was it the assassination? 
—of his brother, President Francisco Ma- 
dero, may or may not be followed by ac- 
tion of the Huerta-Diaz regime looking ‘ to
